Now ts thetime for cattle- 
men to take a careful {n- 
ventory of their potential 
roughage supplies for next 
winter, The cold dry spring 
has resulted in below nor- 
mal hay ylelds, and neces- 
sary remedial action should 
be taken now, not when shor- 
tages become apparent next 
fall, 

Cereal grains harvested 
as greenfeed or silage in 
late August or early Sep- 
tember would alleviate the 
situation, suggests Mr, 0, 
GQ Bratvold, Herd of the 
Alberta Field Crops Branch, 
Victory oats, a late matur- 
ing variety, harvested inthe 
medium dough stage, ts rec- 
ommended for both green- 
feed and silage, In the case 
of silage, the energy content 
of the feed will be greatly 


increased with the addition 
of 15% of an early maturing 
barley such as Gateway, 

In a normal year past 
experience has shown that 
cereal grains can be ex- 
pected to produce 5 to 6 
tons of silage per acre, de- 
pending on moisture fer- 
tility, ete, 

Factors determining the 
roughage requirements for 
a cow herd will depend on 
the length and severity of 
the winter and the type of 
ration fed, Generally, one 
acre of silage for each beef 
cow to be wintered Is suff- 
{clent; with finishing cattle 
requiring less, while milk- 
ing cows will need more. 
Because of the greater 
waste involved, a slightly 
higher acreage of green- 
feed will be required,

Pienie or poison?

It’s that time of year again -- summer means 
picnics and relaxation! But food poisoning is no picnic, 
and fever, cramps, vomiting and diarrhea are far from 
relaxing, 

FOOD POISONING - OUR FIRST IMPRESSIONS 

You may have thought tmmediately of ‘‘ptomaine 
poisoning,’’ Actually this is a misnomer, and many 
authorities claim it doesn’t exist, Ptomaine refers to 
the substance produced as food decays, These would 
be formed only at advanced stages of decay, By this 
time, the foul odor and taste would prevent your eating 
the food, 

“BOTULISM” Is another well-known name in connec- 
tion with food poisoning, The spores and bacteria grow 
very well in canned low-acid foods -- peas, beans, 
corn, meat -- where air is excluded, Since the spores 
and bacteria are highly resistant to heat, the water 
bath method doesn’t reach a temperature high enough 
to kill them, Only a pressure canner ensures safety, 

Botulism, is very dangerous, resulting in death in 
the majority of cases, Fortunately, botulism is rare, 

The two kinds of food poisoning that occur in picnic 
foods are not usually fatal for healthy adults, but could 
be dangerous for children and sick people, 

These are Salmonella and Staphylococcus, The Sal- 
monella organism itself causes infection in the stomach 
and intestine; Staph bacteria produce a poisonous sub- 
stance (toxin), 

Preventing Food Poisoning 

Bacteria are found all around, so it is up to the cook 
to keep as many as possible out of food, This is why 
we hear reminders not to handle food if you have bolls, 
infected cuts, or sores; to cover sneezes, then wash 
your hands; to wash your hands after visiting the 
tollet; to keep you kitchen, equipment and utensils 
clean, 

Despite our efforts, some bacteria will find their 
way into food, Our second defence against food poisoning 
is to prevent them from multiplying into numbers which 
cause harm, One germ divides in two every 20 minutes, 
In five hours, just two of these micro-organisms would 
have become 33,000, 

This multiplication occurs in moist foods when the 
temperature {s between 40°and 150 F, 

PICNIC DANGERS 

Unfortunately foods that are most easily contaminated 
are also our favorite picnic dishes, EXAMPLES; Potato 
salad, salad sandwiches, (meat, fish, eggs, poultry), 
devilled eggs, hamburger and other ground meat, cooked 
meat and poultry, chicken and meat pies, puddings, 
custard, cream ples, cakes with fillings, 

These foods should be avoided unless you have proper 
cooling facilities, This means maintaining atemperature 
of 40°F or less, To do this you need an insulated con- 
tainer and a coolant, 

CONTAINERS AND COOLANTS 

C,A,C. rates the Polystyrene foam coolers as having 
excellent insulating properties, Their drawback is lack 
of durability, However, carrying the cooler in a card- 
board box will protect it, Other insulated coolers were 
rated as having adequate insulating properties, but they 
are more expensive, 

If you do not have a cooler, and are not going to hold 
the food very long before eating, a box lined with 
several inches of newspapers will likely be satisfactory, 

To keep {t cold, you can use commercial ice packs, 
ice cubes {n plastic bags, or water frozen in solid blocks 
in milk cartons, A freezer thermometer in the container 
will let you know if the temperature is low enough, 

Carry the picnic container inside the car, on the 
floor behind the front seat, This is cooler than the 
trunk, 

WHAT FOODS ARE PICNIC-SAFE— 

Your choice is practically unlimited if you can pro- 
vide refrigerated transportation, If you plan to take any 
of the “danger foods’’, you are wise to prepare them 
yourself, Then you are sure that safe handling methods 
have been used to reduce contamination, 

Many plenic foods can be frozen ahead of time and 
packed frozen , They will thaw slowly as you travel, 
and help keep the container cold in the bargain! Do not 
freeze crisp or watery vegetables like lettuce, tomato, 
cucumber, egg white, mayonnaise, or jelly, 

Since bacteria dislike an acidic atmosphere, add a bit 
of lemon juice to sandwich fillings and salads, 

Some items travel safely without being kept cold, 
These include peanut butter and jam sandwiches, bread- 
stuffs, unopened cans of mean, pickled products, toma- 
toes, carrots, celery, cheese, fresh fruit, fruit pies, 
cookies, and cakes with a butter icing, 

And with that, may I wish you happy, healthful 

picnicing,
